Plan of Secretary Mellon 
Soon Be Submitted 
To Congress

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—In ord­ 
er 
to 
accomplish 
early 
paym ent 
of aw'ards by the American-German 
mixed claims commission, Secretary 
Mellon has 'worked out a plan for 
restoration to German nationals of 
property seized during the war to­ 
gether with the issue of securities 
with 
which 
to 
provide 
cash 
for 
settlem ent of all claims. 
Details are yet to be determined, 
but the program 
has 
gone 
far 
enough to forecast the early sub­ 
mission 
to 
congress. 
The 
plan 
w'ould permit issue of about $150,- 
000,000 in securities, guaranteed by 
the United States government but 
designed to be liquidated eventually 
through paym ent from the share of 
Americans in reparations payments 
and receipts from the German pny- 
ment on American army occupation 
costs. 
T he 
secretary 
believes, 
therefore, that no new drain w'ould 
be made on the American treasury. 
The alien property custodian con­ 
trols about $150,000,000 in cash or 
bonds representing the original prop­ 
erty 
seized by the American au­ 
thorities exclusive of property seiz­ 
ed but not converted into cash. 
There is in addition about $30.- 
000,000 in the treasury representing 
earnings on the funds held by the 
property custodian prior to March, 
1923, when an act of congress pro­ 
vided for distribution to the Ger­ 
man owners of subsequent earnings. 
It is now proposed that the $30,- 
000,000 will be used to pay on the 
American claim awarded under the 
mixed claims decisions. 
The next 
step w'ould be the transfer of about 
$50,000,000 in the new securities to 
the 
alien 
property 
custodian 
for

amount of cash,

erican claims.

Rescue Workers of U. S, 
Bureau of Mines Were 
Rushed To Scene

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 10—Res­ 
cue workers believe 
that 
betw'een 
thirty and forty men are dead and as 
many others badly burned as result 
of an explosion in Overton iMine No. 
2, property of the Alabama Fuel and 
Iron Company, eleven miles south 
of Birmingham, this morning. 
At 1:30 o’clock tw^enty-tw'o men 
had been removed from the mine. 
Fifteen of these were found near 
the 
mouth 
of 
the 
pit. 
Some 
of 
them w’ere slightly hurt. Five dead 
all negroes, w'ere among the bodies 
rescued. 
The men w^ho escaped with few 
injuries were wmrking on a ledge. 
They said the explosion occurred 
some distance below them and ex­ 
pressed* 
the 
belief 
that 
all 
men 
w'orking 
below 
them 
were 
killed 
or injured. 
Officials of the company said 70 
to 80 men were in the pit. At least 
half of these w’ere believed to have 
been killed outright. The personnel 
was about thirty per cent wdiite.

The success o f a co mmunity depends 
largely o n its o rganized life, its scho o ls, its 
churches, its fraternal so cieties, its civic 
o rganizatio ns, its men’s clubs, its wo men’s 
clubs and even and abo ve all a live wo rk­ 
ing Chamber o f Co mmerce. 
But when all o f these are represented 
in a Ro und Table club and taken up mat­ 
ters that seem best fo r a co mmunity it 
means so mething and when the fo rce rep­ 
resented by this Ro und Table co ncentrate 
o n any scheme that they believe in, there 
is no o ther fo rce that can po ssibly stem 
the tide o f such co ncentratio n. 
The Demo crat was pleased indeed to 
no te the actio n o f the Ro und Table Wed­ 
nesday in taking up fo r discussio n and 
future actio n the matter o f a city manager 
fo r Sedalia, and why no t a city manager 
fo r Sedalia?

CRIMINAL JUSTICE AND THE PUBLIC 


From the Chicago Daily News. 
In a speech at the dinner in ho no r o f the 
justices o f the 
Illino is 
supreme 
co urt, 
Henry W. Taft expressed the o pinio n that 
the deplo rable delay in revising the crim­ 
inal co des and speeding up the machinery 
o f justice w’as due chiefly to public indif­ 
ference to that vitally needed refo rm. 
Public apathy, in Mr. Taft’s o pinio n, 
hinders and defeats the effo rts o f law­ 
yers to enact the necessary refo rm legisla­ 
tio n. 
There is a widespread impressio n amo ng 
the peo ple that the effo rts o f the few 
lawyers actively co ncerned are o bstructed 
and defeated by o ther law'yers who are 
members o f the legislative bo dies o f the 
states and the natio n. 
Dean Po und o f the 
Harvard Law Scho o l shares this impres­ 
sio n. 
So do o ther eminent teachers and 
students o f law. 
Many bills to amend the 
criminal co des are lo st o r fo rgo tten in 
legislative co mmittees. 
So me are vo ted 
upo n and rejected with the aid o f the 
vo tes o f lawyer legislato rs. 
The public is no t indifferent to the 
grave crime pro blem o f the co untry, but 
it canno t read the mo vement fo r reo r­ 
ganizatio n o f the co urts and the mo dern­ 
izatio n o f legal pro cedure. 
Ho wever, it 
wo uld give hearty suppo rt to pro gressive 
members o f the bar if it w^ere appealed to 
in behalf o f definite pro po sals designated 
to make justice certain. 
In New Yo rk the vo ters have ratified an 
extremely 
technical 
amendment to the 
state co nstitutio n which enables the legis­ 
lature to reco nstruct the judicial system. 
There was no apathy o n the part o f the 
public in that instance. 
If the lawyers 
everyw^here will give the public a chance 
to suppo rt intelligent amendments to the 
criminal co de, the results will no t disap­ 
po int them.

Filibusterin g tactics in the sen ­ 
ate will have to cease if a bill which 
Sen ator Simeon I’ess, of Ohio, plan s 
to in trod uce passes. 
“I will In trod uce a resolution ,” he 
said recen tly, “which I believe, if 
ad opted , will correct the practice of

blockin g the legislative machin ery, 
the sen ate should ad opt a rule for­ 
bid d in g an y sen ator, un less by a 
un an imous con sen t, to speak lon g­

a session .

Americans in reparations payments 
and receipts from the German pay­ 
ment on American army occupation 
costs.

It is inconceiv able th at A lask a will be 
allo w ed to becom e a “ lost prov ince.” But 
Secretary of the Interior W ork, in his a n ­ 
nual report, w arns th at such it rapidly is 
becom in g; and conditions in the territory 
as he reports them seem to w arran t the 
positiv e and disturbing note he has so u n d ­ 
ed. 
It is ev ident that so m eth in g should be 
done w h en the territory ’s m ax im um w h ite 
population of 7 5,000 decreases to an esti­ 
m ated total of 20,000. 
On its face the d e ­ 
crease w ould indicate that the 
country 
cculd becom e a “ lost p rov ince” unless the 
d o w n w a rd m ov em ent is checked. 
It has been pointed out by persons w h o 
h a v e studied the situation that the terri­ 
tory has been ham pered by its adm inistra­ 
tion. 
A t the present tim e no less than 
nine fed era l departm en ts hav e a part in 
adm inistering the territory ’s affairs. T h ey 
ov erlap and confuse. 
Say s Mr. 
W o rk : 
“ W ithout the inspiration of self-gov ern­ 
m ent or freed om of local initiativ e op­ 
portunity for ex pansion has been curtail­ 
ed by bureau officials m a d e hesitant by 
lim ited authority . A la sk a n s hav e not been 
en cou raged to dev elop pride of territorial 
g r o w th or in d ep en d en ce 
of 
adm inistra­ 
tio n .” 
N o th in g could be more discourag­ 
ing to settlers than too m uch interference 
from the g ov ern m ent of the territory and 
m a n y ills of the country probably can be 
laid to this fact.
